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Nathan   M.  Pusey  and  Judge  Charles  E.  Wyzanski,  Jr.,   President  of  the  Board  of  Over- 
seers,  following   Pusey's   installment   as   twenty-fourth   President   of   Harvard   University. 


Harvard's  President  Pusey,  on  September 
24,   1953,  greeted  the   class  of  '57   .   .   . 

"The  millenium  will  not  seem  quite  so  close 
to  you  perhaps  as  to  some  generations  of 
college  students.  You  are  perhaps  too  wise, 
too  close  to  those  recently  burned,  to  give 
yourselves  quickly  to  easy  enthusiasms.  And 
yet  it  will  be  a  tragic  lack,  and  a  very  unwise 
kind  of  "wisdom,"  if  your  generation  feels  no 
compelling  urge  to  make  the  world  over  after 
its  own   heart's  desire   .   .   . 

"Harvard  is  not  a  college  limited  in  the 
reach  of  its  influence,  and  entering  here  you 
become  citizens  of  no  mean  city.  This  Univer- 
sity is  now  organically  related  to  all  parts  and 
sections  of  our  country  .  .  .  and  it  touches  al- 
most every  aspect  of  its  life.  Having  chosen 
to  come  here,  and  in  turn  been  chosen,  it 
follows  that  your  interests  must  grow  patiently 
but  steadily  into  commensuration  with  a  vastly 
enlarged  perspective.  And  it  follows,  too,  that 
they  must  deepen  .  .  . 

"Harvard  never  subscribed  to  the  heresy 
that  you  can  learn  without  books.  On  the 
contrary  this  University  can  be  said  almost  to 
be  built  of  books.    Our  interest  here  is  to  read 


books,  not  to  burn  them,  and  if  only  you  can 
learn  to  read  books  regularly,  and  will  buy 
books  whenever  you  can,  your  education  will 
progress  in  a  proper  fashion  and  you  will  grow 
in  spirit  and  understanding  .  .  . 

"It  is  still  true,  if  community  life  is  to  pros- 
per at  any  level,  that  from  him  to  whom  much 
has  been  given  much  will  be  required.  And 
difficult  as  your  coming  here  may  seem  to 
many  of  you  and  perhaps  even  more  to  your 
parents,  it  still  follows  that  much  has  been 
given  you,  first  by  way  of  native  endowment, 
and  now  in  an  almost  unparalleled  educational 
opportunity.  And  it  follows  too,  that  from  the 
expectations  of  all  those  who  have  been  here 
before  us  —  the  ones  who  during  three  hun- 
dred years  built  these  magnificent  educational 
resources  and  by  their  hopes  and  interactions 
forged  here  the  spirit  of  a  great  university  — 
much  is  now  required  of  us,  now  and  hereafter. 
You  do  not  come  to  Harvard  to  exploit  her 
for  your  own  use;  you  come  here  to  get  know- 
ledge, to  find  fellowship  at  a  high  level  —  I 
would  say  also  most  especially  to  read  —  and 
to  acquire  the  determination  hereafter  to  serve 
greatly.  May  you  all  find  happiness  and  joy 
in  this  great  enterprise." 


President  of  Harvard  University 
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The  information  they  hod  was  almost  neg- 
ligible. A  green  book,  a  strange  room  number, 
and  a  vague  idea  about  academic  and  social 
life  at  Harvard.  From  all  sections  of  the  coun- 
try they  had  come,  unaware  of  the  experiences 
that  waited  them,  uncertain  of  their  ability  to 
meet  the  challenges  of  the  first  year  at  Harvard. 

Actually,  the  first  contact  came  months 
before.  Of  all  the  college  applications.  Har- 
vard's was  perhaps  the  coldest,  the  most  for- 
mal. It  had  somehow  conveyed  the  impression 
that  Harvard  could  get  along  without  any  one 
particular  man,  that  Harvard  wanted  the  best. 
Thus,  there  was  a  feeling  of  pride  when  one 
morning's  mail  included  the  coveted  letter  with 
the  Cambridge  postmark,  containing  an  ac- 
ceptance. Friends,  relatives,  and  even  the  girl 
next  door  learned  soon  after  that  Harvard  had 
been  founded  in  1636,  and  they  took  a  new- 
found, somewhat  personal  interest  every  time 
their  eye  caught  Harvard's  name  in  a  news- 
paper column.  The  summer  was  one  prolonged 
feeling  of  satisfaction  in  being  able  to  answer 
people's  questions  about  "What  next  fall?" 
with  a  grunt  of  "Harvard"  —  an  answer  which, 
attempted  with  casualness  and  sincerity,  usu- 
ally came  out  awkwardly. 

Finally,  vacation  was  over,  and  the  "Har- 
vardmon"  label  had  to  be  earned.  Some  were 
better  prepared  than  others,  though  there  were 
few  who  really  knew  what  to  expect. 

The  freshman  from  New  England  knew  best 
perhaps.  Having  lived  within  travelling  dis- 
tance, he  hod  seen  the  Yard  and  was  aware 
that  its  physical  beauty  was  of  a  peculiar  kind, 
to  be  appreciated  only  within  the  context  of 
its  history  and  traditions.  These  had  run  through 
his  mind  already,  and  he  had  spoken  with 
people  who  had  attended  Harvard  before  he 
finally  took  his  principal's  advice  that  "there 
really  isn't  any  comparison."  And  so,  accom- 
panied by  several  others  in  his  graduating 
class,  he  came  to  Harvard,  familiar  at  least 
with  the  Cambridge  subway  system,  and  per- 
haps with  a   little  more. 

The  New  Yorker  was  a  special  breed.  To 
him  it  was  a  new  experience  to  hear  the  hard 
"R's"  of  the  midwestener,  or  the  slow  drawls  of 
southern  classmates.  This  he  found  was  an 
essential  part  of  a  college  education,  despite 
possible  preconceptions  that  only  New  Yorkers 
know  what  civilization  is.  Strangely,  it  was 
less  difficult  for  him  than  most  to  adjust  to 
the  citified  Harvard  atmosphere,  since  he  had 
come  from  the  largest  metropolis.  Harvard 
Square  was  just  a  miniature  Times  Square, 
and  the  noise  of  traffic  and  trolleys  was  hardly 
noticeable. 

Then  there  were  those  from  further  away 
who    with    their    geometrically    designed    ties. 


were  unaware  that  Harvard  would  be  a  new 
experience  socially  and  culturally,  as  well  as 
intellectually.  Most  of  the  people  from  west 
of  New  England  had  been  more  jocular  and 
louder,  and  the  comparative  reserve  and  pro- 
priety that  New  England,  especially  Harvard, 
presented  were  new,  unexpected. 

The  section  of  the  country  from  which  the 
freshman  came  tells  only  port  of  the  story. 
The  half  from  prep  school,  had  already  ex- 
perienced some  of  the  intellectual  exercise  that 
Harvard's  courses  require,  and  hod  boarded 
for  several  years  among  others  whose  ambi- 
tions were  somewhat  similar  to  theirs.  These 
could  manage  freshman  courses  a  little  easier, 
at  first,  than  those  who  had  been  subjected 
to  the  assignments  of  public  high  schools.  Yet 
essentially  all  were  new  at  the  game  of  being 
freshmen,  and  when  the  Dean  welcomed  them 
as  "men  of  Harvard,"  the  sense  of  pride  at 
being  so  addressed  was  accompanied  by  a 
certain  curiosity  as  to  what  the  next  few 
months   would    bring. 

Once  over  the  initial  shock  of  learning  that 
the  monstrosity  at  the  edge  of  the  Yard  was 
really  Matthews  Hall,  the  freshman  gradually 
learned  where  things  and  places  were.  The 
long  white  pillars  of  the  Widener  Library  as- 
sured him  that  he  was  at  least  headed  towards

the  Union  and  breakfast.  By  the  time  the 
freshman  had  properly  placed  Memorial  Hall 
and  the  "Coop,"  he  had  a  feeling  of  satisfac- 
tion that  maybe  Harvard  wasn't  so  big  after  all. 

Academic  red-tape  took  most  of  the  first 
week.  Although  a  poker  game  with  next-door 
neighbors  and  a  quick  discovery  of  Scollcy 
Square  occupied  a  few  evenings,  most  after- 
noons and  nights  were  spent  in  placement 
exams,  meetings  in  Sanders  Theatre,  or  in 
learning  from  the  Crimson  Key  just  what  the 
Pierian  Sodality  was. 

Roommates  began  to  emerge  as  personali- 
ties, not  just  as  strange  faces,  and  serious 
problems  such  as  who  would  sleep  on  the 
bottom  bunk  were  settled  without  much  fuss. 
The  janitor,  a  new  friend,  obligingly  gave  a 
helping  hand  in  the  search  for  another  chest 
of  drawers,  and  when  Mrs.  McDougall  came 
for  the  first  time  to  make  the  beds,  the  fresh- 
man was  very  pleased  that  she  tucked  in  the 
sheets  just  as  had  bean  done  at  home. 

Before  long,  new  faces  appeared  around 
the  Square,  and  the  freshmen  became  aware 
that,  down  by  the  river,  on  the  other  side  of 
the  row  of  stores,  were  Eliot,  Winthrop,  Pun- 
ster .  .  .  There  the  upperclassmen,  fresh  from 
summer  work  and  play,  were  running  to  and 
fro,  moving  furniture  and  lounging  by  the 
Charles.  He  wondered  if  he  would  look  like 
that  in   a   year  or  two. 

The  meeting  with  the  freshman  advisor  was 
a  memorable,  if  somewhat  puzzling  experience. 


Having  heard  that  freshman  advisors  ranged 
from  professors  to  dsans,  the  freshman  was  a 
little  wary  at  first,  but  the  first  firm  handshake 
convinced  him  that  the  advisor  meant  to  be 
friendly,  even  if  at  times  he  appeared  to  be 
busy  with  his  own  problems.  Still,  as  the  con- 
centration, distribution  and  "Gen.  Ed."  re- 
quirements were  rattled  off  in  quick  order,  as 
if  the  freshman  had  lived  with  them  all  his 
life,  he  shifted  uneasily  in  his  chair  and  won- 
dered if  he  would  be  able  to  take  Engineering 
309  in  the  freshman  year  after  all.  Pre-con- 
ceived  plans  were  thrown  overboard  for  Soc. 
Sci.  3  and  Nat.  Sci.  4,  and  some  course  called. 


frighteningly.  Gen.  Ed.  Ahf.  When  it  was  all 
over,  the  freshman  was  very  confused,  but  was 
solaced  by  the  thought  that  everyone  else  must 
be  having  the  same  trouble. 

Most  were,  but  there  were  differences  in 
getting  adjusted.  Some  familiar  with  the  tech- 
nique of  well-phrased  obscurity,  felt  right  at 
home  when  Professor  Eliot  explained,  in  the 
first  lecture  in  Gov.  1,  the  differences  between 
totalitarianism  and  democracy.  Others  winced 
and  wrote  down  "epistomol  .  .  .  (check)"  in 
their  notebooks,  while  some  had  not  yet  de- 
cided whether  the  outline  or  the  "running 
paragraph"  method   of  taking   notes  would   be 


the  best.  All  felt  a  little  strange,  though,  at 
attending  a  class  in  New  Lecture  Hall  with 
four  hundred  other  people,  having  to  get  this 
part  of  their  college  education  through  a  mic- 
rophone. 

As  the  weeks  passed,  other  interests  besides 
the  academic  were  developed.  Freshman  mixers 
with  Rodcliffe  and  Wellesley  became  more 
frequent,  although  it  seemed  to  him  that  most 
of  the  moles  attending  didn't  look  like  fresh- 
men. When  he  heard  the  boy  who  cut  in  on 
him  at  one  mixer  say  distinctly  he  was  in 
Leverett  House,  the  freshman  felt  a  little 
peeved. 

The  food   in  the  Union  was  not  like  home. 


but  few  complained  seriously.  If  the  hard- 
boiled  eggs  often  dripped  when  the  shells  were 
cracked,  at  least  milk  was  plentiful,  and  the 
cranberry  sauce  with  the  turkey  on  Sundays 
helped  make  the  meal  more  palatable.  Some, 
however,  found  the  incentive  of  a  home-cooked 
meal  enough  to  warrant  a  call  to  a  previously 
forgotten  relative,  whose  name  had  been  hast- 
ily scribbled  as  a  good  bet  by  well-meaning 
aunts  back  home. 

There  were  less  enjoyable  aspects  of  the 
first  few  months.  The  torture  known  as  the 
"step-test"  imposed  itself,  and  papers  required 
early  in  the  term  seemed  to  be  graded  with  a 
vengence.  "P.T."  credits  three  afternoons  a 
week  were  particularly  annoying,  and  the  man 
with  the  black  book  seemed  to  take  delight 
in  forgetting  each  man's  name. 

Room-mates  came  and  went.  Some  began 
to  go  to  labs  a  few  days  a  week,  while  others 
seemed  to  do  nothing  at  all.  A  few  eager  men 
had  not  even  waited  for  the  Crimson  to  an- 
nounce the  opening  competition,  but  after 
registration  raced  from  Memorial  Hall  to  Plymp- 
ton  Street,  intending  to  start  work  right  away. 
Most  took  things  more  slowly,  though  as  the 
days  passed,  the  activities  that  Harvard  of- 
fered presented  themselves  for  acceptance  and 
participation,  or  for  indifference. 

As  the  freshman's  initial  period  of  intro- 
duction to  Harvard  came  to  a  close,  each  man 
had  gone  his  own  way;  yet  within  a  few  months 
elements  of  community  did  appear.  From  puz- 
zled newcomers  there  developed  men  who,  if 
still  uncertain  about  their  futures,  were  at  least 
sure  by  now  that  Harvard's  reputation  for 
academic  excellence  had  something  to  offer. 
There  was  a  lot  in  the  brains  and  bookshelves 
at  Harvard,  if  only  the  student  had  the  time 
and  the  desire  to  dig  in  and  digest.  There  was 
no  "rah-rah"  spirit,  but  each  freshman  began 
to  feel  that  Harvard  belonged  to  him  and  was 
a  part  of  him;  it  was  not  just  a  name  to  be 
dragged  out  and  hoisted  before  every  stranger 
he  wanted  to  impress.  Socially,  the  Harvard 
freshman  came  into  his  own,  too,  at  least  he 
began  to  realize  what  was  going  on.  Hasty 
Pudding  was  no  longer  merely  a  synonym  for 
minute  tapioca,  and  many  freshmen  appeared 
with  striped  lengths  of  silk  hanging  from  their 
necks  which  heralded  the  superficial  aspects 
of  the  transformation  from  high  school  gradu- 
ate to  "Harvardman." 

Slowly,  the  freshman  began  to  feel  at 
home  in  the  College  that  before  had  been 
something  respected  and  well  thought  of,  but 
for  him  something  distant  and  impersonal.  Once 
again.  Harvard  had  completed  the  painful  task 
of  absorbing,  assimilating  the  converging 
streams   of  eager  young   men.

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STUDENT  COUNCIL 

In  most  colleges  the  Student  Council  is  one 
of  the  foremost  student  organizations;  here  at 
Harvard  the  overage  undergraduate  is  hardly 
aware  of  its  existence.  Its  WHRB  programs  and 
its  biannual  call  for  donations  are  about  the 
only  reminders  of  its  existence.  Yet,  its  pub- 
licity is  a  poor  indication  of  its  accomplish- 
ments. 

Perhaps  its  most  important  function  is  that 
of  liason  between  University  Hall  and  the 
Undergraduate.  Liberalization  of  the  Perietal 
Rules  last  year,  accomplished  after  years  of 
argument,  was  a  significant  achievement  along 
this  line.  Led  by  President  Paul  Sheats,  the 
Council  holds  its  meetings  on  the  second  floor 
of  PBH,  where  it  has  in  the  past  successfully 
initiated  such  changes  as  revision  of  the  Gen- 
eral Education  Courses  and  restoration  of  the 
"biddies"  to  Dunster  House. 

Among  its  other  duties  it  turns  out  a  Bulletin 
on  student  travel  and  provides  for  solicitation 
in  the  annual  Combined  Charities  Drive,  which 
last  year  netted  the  unprecedented  figure  of 
$18,000.  World-wide  student  aid  and  a  Ger- 
man student  exchange  program  are  also  in- 
cluded in  the  activities  of  this  versatile  but 
little  publicized  organization. 


CRIMSON   KEY 

In  a  college  where  things  academic  take 
precedence  over  all  else,  the  Key  provides 
services  that  otherwise  would  be  left  undone. 
Led  by  President  Terry  Cole,  the  group  sees 
to  it  that  no  visitor  to  the  University  goes  unfed 
and  unhoused.  The  Key  plays  host  and  en- 
tertainer to  newcomers  of  all  sorts,  from  ath- 
letic teams  to  visiting  dignitaries. 

During  Freshman  Orientation  Week,  the 
Key  opened  the  year's  activities  with  guided 
tours  through  the  college.  Later  this  year  they 
will  arrange  week-ends  for  prospective  fresh- 
men, complete  with  meals  and  dates.  Perhaps 
most  publicized  of  all  Key  enterprises  is  the 
Regatta  Weekend,  featuring  concerts,  hayrides, 
and,  of  course,  the  Straw  Hat  Ball. 

The  Key  performs  varied  and  interesting 
jobs.  If  you  are  skilled  in  tact  and  protocol, 
it  could  be  a  source  of  many  good  times.  Also, 
since  it  is  composed  of  committees,  it  is  possi- 
ble to  select  your  type  of  work.  Whatever 
that  may  be.  Key  work  will  not  require  much 
of  your  time,  and  the  rewards  of  being  a  mem- 
ber of  one  of  Harvard's  top  groups  are  grati- 
fying.

PHILLIPS   BROOK   HOUSE 


"You  name  it.  We  do  it."  That  is  the  brief 
motto  of  PBH.  Here  is  an  undergraduate  group 
solely  dedicated  to  helping  anyone,  be  it 
Grandma  braving  Mass.  Ave.  traffic  to  some 
student  confined  to  Stillman  with  mononucleo- 
sis. No  matter  how  difficult  the  problem  may 
seem,  this  is  the  place  to  go.  The  only  require- 
ment for  membership  is  a  strong  desire  to  do 
something  for  someone  else  .  With  that  as  a 
starter,  PBH  will  find  you  a  spot  that  will 
satisfy  you  in  all  ways. 

The  House  is  divided  into  six  major  cate- 
gories. The  most  well-known  is  the  Social 
Service  Committee  which  supplies  leaders  to 
Boston  Settlement  Houses  for  the  underprivil- 
eged boys  in  Greater  Boston.  Here  the  boys 
are  instructed  in  team  sports,  individual  sports, 
and  any  hobbies  that  may  have  special  appeal. 
Closely  allied  is  the  Undergraduate  Faculty 
which  sends  out  volunteers  to  tutor,  in  high 
school  subjects,  either  the  slow  learner  or  the 
advanced  scholar.  Third  Committee,  also  al- 
lied with  the  first,  is  the  Medical  Committee. 
Here  the  workers  are  primarily  Med  students 
who  serve  in  clinics  in  the  various  Settlement 
Houses.  Aimed  at  aiding  the  Harvard  students 
is  the  Ticket  Agency,  which  enables  men  to 
buy  tickets  to  the  theatre  or  other  activities 
without  making  the  tedious  journey  into  Boston. 
The  Publicity  Committee  publishes  The  Harvard 
Handbook  and  periodic  bulletins  of  the  goings- 
on  in  the  area  in  entertainment. 

Finally,  there  is  the  Special  Events  Commit- 
tee which  runs  the  notorious  Tea  Dances  in  the 
Fall,  runs  Freshmen  activities  in  the  house  and 
anything  else  that  may  seem  to  offer  a  chance 
to  help  someone.  The  House  offers  a  special 
aid  to  all  Harvard  men.  Up  on  the  top  floor  is 
a  little  room  devoted  for  guiding  Harvard  men 
through  the  intricacies  of  Selective  Service  and 
helping  them  to  retain  student  status.  All  in 
all,  PBH  offers  the  individual  a  possibility  to 
offer  his  energies  and  his  abilities  to  the  aid 
of  others  and  in  making  the  world  a  little 
brighter  for  somebody. 


Before  he  has  been  here  for  more  than  a 
week,  the  neonate  Harvard  man  discovers  that 
he  can  get  but  one  station  below  700  kilo- 
cycles on  his  radio.  Furthermore,  he  cannot 
do  anything  about  it  ...  he  rarely  wants  to. 
This  is  the  home  of  WHRB.  After  listening  to 
the  strange  noises  that  come  from  it,  be  it 
Hindemith  or  Mozart,  Jazz  or  Classical,  phonic 
or  cacophonic,  he  is  loathe  to  turn  his  dial 
again  during  the  year,  except  to  catch  the 
world  series.  Beyond  that,  there  is  little  that 
he  cannot  hear,  unless  he  is  addicted  to  "Life 
Can   Be  Beautiful"  or  "Mo  Perkins." 

WHRB's  transmission  runs  through  a  won- 
derfully complex  system  which  involves  steam 
pipes,  radiators,  and  old  kitchen  sinks.  Posing 
an  ever  constant  danger  during  electrical 
storms,  the  programs  are  carried  throughout 
the  University  to  any  room  with  a  radiator  and 
a  radio.  Cleverly  circumventing  many  of  the 
FCC  restrictions  on  transmission  by  this  method, 
the  station  has  laid  itself  open  to  charges  of 
primitiveness  by  outsiders.

clearly,  something  had  to  be  done.  This 
was  just  too  much.  Such  was  the  prevalent 
feeling  on  the  Princeton  campus  lost  fall.  The 
entire  student  body  had  been  bilked  by  a 
parody  Princetonian  announcing  that  a  Har- 
vard football  rally  was  to  be  held  on  Friday 
night  in  front  of  the  President's  house.  Several 
thousand  undergraduates  turned  out  only  to 
find  that  a  tremendous  hoax  had  been  perpe- 
trated on  the  Princeton  student  body.  Nor  was 
student  feeling  assuaged  when  Harvard  was 
slaughtered  that  afternoon  by  the  Tiger  eleven. 
The  next  day  students  awoke  to  read  the 
Princetonian's  answer  to  the  subterfuge.  They 
were  not  disappointed.  An  indignant  editorial 
called  for  a  protest  meeting.  The  place  —  the 
lawn  of  the  president's  home.  The  Harvard 
Crimson  scored  again. 

Lest  anyone  think  that  the  Crimeds  spend 
all  of  their  valuable  time  perpetrating  outrages 
on  rival  Universities,  the  Crimson  publishes  six 
times  weekly  Cambridge's  only  breakfast  table 
daily  which  is,  as  editors  have  repeatedly  pro- 
claimed, "the  finest  college  newspaper  printed." 
The  Crimson  has  also  made  a  practice  of 
winning  the  Dana  Reed  award  for  under- 
graduate writing. 

For  all  those  who  have  been  convinced  by 
the  Crimeds'  glowing  praise  of  their  organ  to 
attempt  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  Franklin 
D.  Roosevelt,  '02',  competition  for  all  boards 
begins  immediately  after  the  football  season 
and   continues   indefinitely.     No   primrose   path 


is  offered  to  those  who  choose  to  join  the 
ink-stained  wretches  at  their  daily  task.

Class  albums  are  simple  publications.  If 
they  contain  the  pictures  and  background  of 
class  members,  together  with  a  handful  of 
photos  of  the  administration  and  faculty  of  a 
college,  they  are  complete. 

Yearbooks,  however,  are  entirely  different 
things.  They  attempt  to  describe  a  year.  Of 
course,  they  could  be  done  as  albums  are  — 
a  simple  list  of  events  coupled  with  some  pic- 
tures. Yet  the  Harvard  Yearbook  Publications 
does  not  choose  this  easy  way  out.  It  describes 
a  year  —  but  with  imagination  in  writing,  lay- 
out, and   photography. 


The  atmosphere  of  the  'Aardvarks  Associ- 
ates, at  52  Dunster  Street  makes  this  clear. 
Members  of  the  organization  are  always 
around,  some  drinking  beer,  others  with  dates, 
and  still  others  simply  gabbing.

YOUNG   DEMOCRATS 


Since  1932,  the  various  Democratic  groups 
at  Harvard  have  never  had  a  particularly  sus- 
tained existence.  Arising  quadriannually  in 
support  of  the  Democratic  national  slate,  they 
have  disappeared  in  the  year  after  the  election. 

Last  year  the  newest  in  the  succession  of 
HYD  clubs  led  an  extremely  active  existence, 
though  under  the  circumstances  hardly  a  happy 
one.  Perhaps  the  greatest  activity  was  cen- 
tered in  the  secession  of  the  solid-south  ele- 
ment,  otherwise   known   as  the  "Curry   revolt." 

Dissatisfied  with  the  national  candidate, 
his  oil-lands  stand,  and  the  complacent  atti- 
tude of  the  Democrats  toward  the  "sure"  votes 
in  the  south,  the  Dixiecrats  of  the  Democratic 
club  bolted  the  party  in  spectacular  fashion. 
Absconding  with  the  club's  funds,  squandering 


them  on  beer  and  literature  for  their  faction, 
"kidnapping"  Gov.  Dever  from  a  Democratic 
rally  and  depositing  him  at  a  Republican  meet- 
ing in  the  Lampoon  building,  the  malcontents 
endgendered  great  controversy  during  the  fall. 

While  the  "Currycots"  fiddled,  the  regular 
Democrats  tried  to  put  out  the  growing  Re- 
publican conflagration  by  working  for  Demo- 
cratic nominees  in  Cambridge  and  Boston. 
Their  efforts,  however,  went  for  naught,  and 
on  the  fateful  November  night  they  watched 
the  results  total  up  to  a  crushing  defeat.  Find- 
ing themselves  for  the  first  time  in  twenty  years 
as  the  opposition  party,  the  Young  Dems  de- 
cided to  maintain  their  club  as  "constructive 
criticism"  of  the  Republicans  until  the  year  of 
vengeance,   1956,  arrives. 
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HARVARD   LIBERAL   UNION 


PRE-MEDICAL  SOCIETY 


Although  the  Harvard  Liberal  Union  is  but 
a  budding  organization,  it  is  probably  the  most 
active  political  group  on  the  Harvard  scene. 
Under  the  leadership  of  President  Jerry  Anker, 
the  HLU  dips  its  political  thumbs  into  every 
possible  political  pie,  particularly  those  in  the 
Boston  area. 

Non-election  years  do  not  phase  the  lib- 
erals. Unable  to  throw  their  weight  behind 
any  worthwhile  candidates,  they  shift  their 
energies  to  appeals  for  civil  rights,  academic 
freedom,  and  efforts  to  broadcast  student  lib- 
eral opinion.  At  the  same  time,  the  HLU  has 
added  a  new  implement  to  its  political  arsenal. 
The  New  Generation,  a  nationally  circulated 
magazine  expressing  student  views  on  a  gamut 
of  topics. 

Yet  this  largest  student  chapter  of  Ameri- 
cans for  Democratic  Action  does  not  operate 
as  a  lone  wolf  on  its  agressive  platform.  SDA 
chapters  from  Radcliffe  and  Wellesley  odd 
feminine  political  intuition  to  the  long  list  of 
other  HLU  advantages. 


One  of  the  few  occupational  groups  at 
Harvard,  the  Pre-Medical  Society  has  always 
been  sure  of  a  full  membership.  The  exigen- 
cies of  entrance  into  top-flight  medical  schools 
has  increased   the   popularity  of  the   Society. 

However,  it  would  be  wrong  to  assume 
that  the  only  drawing  card  of  the  Pre-Med. 
group  is  in  the  unprecedented  success  its 
alumni  have  had  in  becoming  medics.  Serious 
discussion  groups  hove  also  held  the  spotlight 
for  the  future  doctors.  Under  the  direction  of 
President  Larry  Wilde  and  faculty  advisor  Dr. 
Maurice  Pechet,  the  future  A.M. A.  have  con- 
ducted informal  discussions  on  such  cogent 
problems  as  the  collegian  diseases  and  allied 
plagues.  They  were  joined  in  these  tete-a- 
tetes  by  professors  from  the  Medical  school. 

Although  the  club  has  neglected  the  fri- 
volous side  of  college  life,  no  one  con  say  that 
it  has  not  achieved  its  main  purpose  .  .  .  over 
ninety  percent  of  its  members  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  Medical  school. 
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YOUNG   REPUBLICANS 

Sunk  somewhat  in  post  -  election  year 
apathy,  what  last  year  was  Harvard's  largest 
political  organ  is  striving  to  build  up  a  much 
depleted  membership.  Last  fall,  perhaps  the 
most  successful  period  in  the  club's  history, 
saw  the  Young  Republicans  working  with  the 
"Citizens  For  Eisenhower,"  carrying  on  a  door- 
to-door  campaign  throughout  Cambridge  and 
spreading  the  party  line  through  its  mimeo- 
graphed Newsletter.  The  grand  climax  came 
on  November  fourth  in  the  Hotel  Continental 
Ballroom  where  a  beer-soaked  HYRC  was  often 
only  dimly  aware  of  the  victorious  news  com- 
ing over  the  television. 

To  help  dispell  the  feeling  of  anti-climax, 
the  club  this  year  plans  a  rally  of  all  New 
England  YRC's  to  be  held  here  in  Cambridge 
and  has  invited  the  governors  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  Connecticut  to  speak.  The  club  is 
presently  in  the  prrocess  of  solving  the  problem 
of  accommodations  for  delegates. 

Further  recreation  is  planned  in  the  form 
■of  mixers  with  Radcliffe  and  Wellesley  which, 
although  they  are  open  to  everybody  regard- 
less of  political  affiliation,  are  free  to  club 
members.  With  opportunities  to  interest  par- 
liamentarians, orators,  social  climbers,  fuller 
brush  men,  and  mimeograph  crankers,  the 
HYRC  hopes  to  retain  its  preeminence  in  mem- 
bership  among    Harvard    organizations.

ture  hall  or  section  meeting.  Also,  in  the 
spring,  discussion  groups  are  held  covering 
reading  lists  and  past  exams  for  those  students 
taking  their  generals  in  this  field. 


REPUBLICAN  OPEN  FORUM 

"Republican  Open  Forum"  is  a  paradox 
in  terms,  yet  as  a  group  it  has  managed  to 
exist  longer  than  most  Harvard  political  or- 
ganizations. The  Forum  primarily  sponsors 
discussions  on  non-partisan  politics,  but  when 
interest  in  politics  is  low  they  shift  to  issues  of 
controversial  nature  such  as  segregation  in 
public   schools. 

The  Forums  feature  authorities  drawn  from 
the  local  and  the  national  scene.  The  one 
purpose  of  the  club  is  the  diffusion  of  political 
information  and  the  creation  of  an  informed 
public  opinion  among  the  students  of  the  Uni- 
versity  on    political    problems. 

SOCIAL  RELATIONS  SOCIETY 

The  Social  Relations  Society,  now  in  its 
seventh  year  at  Harvard,  was  founded  partly 
to  bolster  the  relatively  new  Soc.  Rel.  depart- 
ment and  partly  to  help  concentrators  in  that 
field  get  added  experience.  Many  people  who 
ore  simply  interested  in  this  growing  field  attend 
the  meetings  to  learn  more  about  it.  The  mem- 
bers are  occasionally  taken  on  trips  to  insti- 
tutions for  the  criminally  insane  and  thus  ob- 
tain information  that  is  unavailable  in  the  lee- 


LAMPOON 

As  the  oldest  college  humor  magazine  in 
existence,  the  Lompoon's  history  is  as  long  as 
it  is  fabulous.  To  those  who  enter  the  castle- 
like apartments  of  Bow  Street  as  members  of 
its  ancient  fraternity  of  wit  and  odd-fellowship, 
it  offers  a  well-insulated  world  which  never 
was.  It  is  a  place  where  they  can  mock  the 
passing  scene  with  Puckish  sophistication  while 
reminiscing  on  a  mythical  age  long  past  when 
the  undergraduate  was  always  an  undergradu- 
ate, and  life  was  one  hilariously  improbable 
lark. 

Many  say  that  bad  times  have  befallen 
the  'Poonsters,  and  admit  as  evidence  the  fact 
that  the  magazine  has  of  late  (1)  been  banned 
in  Boston  (2)  had  its  Ibis  stolen  (3)  been 
praised  by  the  Crimson.

The  prolific  Mr.  Updike  must  soon 
go  the  way  of  all  seniors,  however,  and  young 
men  with  a  sense  of  humor,  a  sense  of  the 
impossible,  and  a  way  with  the  King's  English, 
are  very  much  in  demand. 
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WORLD   FEDERALISTS 


UNITED   NATIONS  COUNCIL 


Politics  crowd  the  Harvard  scene  no  matter 
where  one  turns.  There  ore  countless  clubs  of 
varying  membership,  each  advocating  some 
special  view  of  the  world.  This  particular  group 
is  striving  for  a  united  federal  world.  Basically, 
they  call  for  a  complete  surrender  of  all  na- 
tional interests  and  subservience  to  a  strong 
central  government.  Subject  to  a  vast  amount 
of  criticism  as  being  either  too  vague  or  dom- 
inated by  people  who  do  not  like  a  Senator 
from  Wisconsin,  the  group  has  never  claimed 
a  large  membership.  Those  who  do  belong 
feel  that  neither  of  the  above  accusations  are 
true.  Instead,  they  claim  that  we  can  never 
have  a  truly  free  and  happy  world  unless  each 
man  is  willing  to  suppress  his  immediate  selfish 
aim  for  an  overall  long  range  goal. 


PACIFISTS 

Pacifism  is  a  hard  road  to  follow  in  an 
era  of  compulsory  military  training,  world  ten- 
sion, and  actual  "hot"  wars.  Yet  at  Harvard 
there  exists  a  group  which  is  a  continual  re- 
minder that  conflict  is  not  the  only  solution  to 
international    problems. 

The  program  of  this  group,  the  Harvard 
Peace  Council,  is  simple.  It  continually  stresses 
the  steps  which  may  lead  to  international  un- 
derstanding, fostering  such  events  as  movies 
and  talks  on  understanding  the  Soviet  Union 
and  China.  Its  activities  remain  small;  its  mem- 
bership remains  small;  nonetheless  it  remains 
in  itself  a  reminder  of  another  way  to  solve 
world    problems. 


SOCIETY   FOR 
MINORITY   RIGHTS 

The  Harvard  Society  for  Minority  Rights, 
while  devoting  its  energy  to  the  study  of  the 
problems  of  all  minority  groups,  is  interested 
particularly  in  the  problem  of  the  Negro.  A 
large  port  of  the  society's  activity  is  directed 
towards  the  goal  of  enabling  needy  students 
from   minority  groups  to  attend    Harvard. 

To  this  end,  the  group  raises  money  during 
the  year  for  the  Horry  T.  Moore  Scholarship 
Fund  by  means  of  movies,  lectures,  and  social 
gatherings.  The  Fund  last  year  provided  aid 
to  several  negro  undergraduates.  The  Society 
is  also  active  in  sponsoring  meetings  and  dis- 
cussions on  the  various  facets  of  minority 
problems. 


Amid  the  screaming  of  six-hundred  Boston 
school  children,  the  delegate  from  Saudi- 
Arabia  could  not  be  heard  on  the  Polonysian 
Island  question.  This  was  typical  of  the  bedlam 
that  reigned  over  the  mock  General  Assembly 
which  the  United  Nations  Council  sponsored 
for  surrounding    high    schools. 

In  addition,  the  Council  also  presented  other 
educational  programs  by  having  several  Uni- 
versity and  outside  speakers.  Also,  it  spon- 
sored films  which  filled  the  New  Lecture  Hall, 
and    held    some    joint    meetings   with    Simmons. 

Thus,  for  all  those  interested  in  world  peace 
the  United  Nations  Council  offers  original  and 
educational  programs  and  is  especially  willing 
to  aid  special  outside  projects  that  will  edu- 
cate the  public  on  the  principles  of  the  United 
Nations. 


STUDENTS   FOR 
NON-VIOLENT  ACTION 

How  do  you  feel  about  war?  Do  you  feel 
that  it  is  the  product  of  the  Wall  Street  capi- 
talists? Do  you  feel  that  it  is  inspired  by 
people  who  really  have  not  learned  how  to 
live  together  and  can  only  obtain  an  end  by 
force?  Or  do  you  just  have  an  antipathy  to 
killing  people?  Whatever  view  you  hold  will 
probably  be  in  concord  with  someone  in  this 
group.  Basically  the  aim  is  to  provide  Harvard 
with  a  place  in  which  to  discuss  and  publicize 
pacifism  as  the  best  way  to  obtain  a  happy 
and  friendly  world.  To  these  people  war  is  a 
symbol  of  failure,  the  failure  of  man  to  restrain 
his  greed  and  to  try  to  live  with  the  person 
down  the  street.  Suffering  from  the  criticism  of 
those  who  have  gone  to  war,  the  group  is 
small  and  not  well  known. 

Discussion  is  the  key  to  the  meeting,  dis- 
cussion with  everyone.  No  matter  who  you  are 
or  what  your  views,  you  are  welcome.  But  do 
not  go  away  feeling  smug,  if  they  disagree 
with  you,  and  that  you  are  right.  They  think 
that  they  are  too. 
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HASTING   PUDDING 
THEATRICALS 

One  of  the  funnier  aspects  of  undergradu- 
ates life  at  Harvard  is  the  Hasty  Pudding  Show. 
Every  year  with  traditional  Harvardion  savoir 
faire,  the  members  of  the  venerable  institution 
poke  fun  at  the  existing  status  quo  in  America. 

Last  year,  the  Lampoon  made  its  presence 
felt  when  three  editors  provided  the  script, 
which  proved  hilarious  to  the  end.  Poking  fun 
at  Texas,  the  D.A.R.,  Oil  Magnates,  and  various 
other  impedimentia  of  modern  America  cul- 
ture, the  Pudding  Show  blasted  its  way  through 
one  of  its  most  successful  seasons.  On  its  road 
trip  through  New  York,  Philadelphia,  and 
Washington,  the  show  received  the  highest 
praise  from  newspaper  critics. 

With  the  cast  for  this  years  show,  the 
Pudding  Chorus  line,  all  male  as  has  been  the 
custom  from  time  immemotial,  will  be  as  hoiry- 
Jeggedly  provocative  to  its  audiences  as  it  has 
been  through  its  ninety-five  odd  years  of  pro- 
ductions. 

As  freshmen  are  not  allowed  to  participate 
in  its  shows,  the  House  at  12  Holyoke  Street 
maintains  its  impeccable  atmosphere  of  care- 
less cosmopolitanism  amidst  the  lesser  drama- 
tic organizations  so  often  found  at  a  large 
University.  However,  during  Sophomore  year, 
if  you  have  talent,  inclination,  or  the  time,  you 
will  certainly  be  welcome  at  the  Pudding  any 
afternoon  in  the  early  fall. 

IVY   FILMS 

Ivy  Films,  the  first  independent  college 
group  to  produce  and  sell  its  own  films,  is  the 
natural  home  of  those  whose  interest  in  the 
cinema  extends  beyond  the  viewing  of  an  oc- 
casional Saturday  night  western.  The  proud 
creator  of  the  first  full  length  sound  movie 
produced  by  on  unsubsidised  student  group, 
"A  Touch  of  the  Times,"  Ivy  also  boasts  sev- 
eral cameras  and  a  full  complement  of  near 
professional  technicians,  producers,  and  direc- 
tors, all  of  whom  eagerly  welcome  new  blood. 

Besides  the  actual  filming  of  motion  pic- 
tures, the  society  also  shows  experimental  and 
educational  films  throughout  the  year  and 
offers  excellent  advertising,  public  relations, 
and  business  experience  to  those  who  shun  the 
creative  side  of  the  organization.  Ivy's  com- 
petition period  is  short  and  candidates  begin 
training  immediately.  Once  members,  they  will 
undoubtably  enjoy  the  private  film  showings 
and  beer  parties  which  round  out  the  club's 
program. 


DEBATE   COUNCIL 

If  you  delight  in  standing  behind  a  podium 
and  plying  your  invective  before  on  audience, 
then  you  would  enjoy  the  Debate  Council. 
Mixing  its  gravity  and  levity  in  amusing  pro- 
portions, the  Council  argued  its  way  through 
the  1952-53  season  to  one  of  the  most  suc- 
cessful records  in  its  history.  During  last  year's 
highball  charged  debate  with  Princeton,  they 
drew  the  negative  side  in  what  was  perhaps 
one  of  the  most  unfortunate  debates  in  its 
history,  "Resolver;  that  it  is  beneficial  for  stu- 
dents to  frequent  the  society  of  young  ladies." 

On  a  more  serious  side,  the  Crimson  re- 
tained a  middle  of  the  road  status  in  Ivy 
League  rankings  with  wins  over  Brown,  Cornell, 
and  Dartmouth,  while  succumbing  to  Yale, 
Columbia,  and  Princeton.  Perhaps  the  victory 
over  the  Prison  duo  from  Norfolk  was  the  most 
gratifying.  This  team,  confident  after  wins 
over  Cambridge  and  McGill,  finally  succumbed 
to  the  Crimson  on  the  topic  of  the  repeal  of 
the  22nd  amendment.

FLYING   CLUB 

Flying  at  Harvard  is  gaining  popularity. 
In  the  past  two  years  the  flying  club  has 
gained  over  400%  in  membership.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  club  is  to  provide  a  center  for 
pilots  at  Harvard.  Meetings  occur  about  five 
times  a  year  .  .  .  free  beer  is  always  at  hand, 
a  visiting  dignitary  usually  speaks  on  the  glori- 
ous future  of  aviation,  and  one  or  two  movies 
are  shown  of  Air  Meets  or  of  Military  acro- 
batics. At  these  times,  also,  plans  are  mode 
for  field  trips  to  Air  Meets  with  other  college 
clubs. 

With  the  club's  increased  membership,  and 
with  the  increased  money.

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HARVARD   BAND 

"And  the  band  played  on"  as  it  marched 
through  the  Yale  campus  at  four  a.m.,  much  to 
the  dismay  of  New  Haven  bobbies  and  Yalies. 

Variety  and  excellent  musicianship  are  the 
by-words  of  the  Harvard  Band,  whether  in  its 
concerts  given  throughout  the  year  at  Sanders 
Theatre,  or  in  its  entertaining  antics  at  the 
football    half-times. 

Last  year  the  Band  displayed  its  famous 
adaptability  by  drumming  along  with  Rad- 
cliffe's  "Drum  Beats  and  Song,"  whose  bare 
legs  and  breezy  music  packed  Sanders  Theatre 
throughout  its  run. 

The  Harvard  Band  is  especially  proud  of 
being  a  completely  self-supporting  group.  This 
support  comes  through  annual  concerts  which, 
as  the  student  body  knows  too  well  and  the 
freshmen  will  discover,  are  so  well  attended 
that  tickets  are  quite  hard  to  get.  Many  a 
frustrated  Harvardman  has  advertised  and 
searched  in  vain  for  a  pair  of  tickets  for  that 
special  girl. 

However,  the  Band  is  never  too  busy  for 
charitable  causes  outside  of  its  regular  ac- 
tivities, such  as  its  concert  last  year  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Harvard  Club  Scholarship  Fund 
or  its  concert  this  year  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Yale  boys  and  the  New  Haven  police. 


ORGAN   SOCIETY 

A  growing  organization,  the  Harvard  Organ 
Society  last  year  expanded  from  a  series  of 
monthly  recitals  by  professional  organists  of 
the  Boston  community  to  semi-monthly  pro- 
grams over  WHRB.  Also,  arrangements  were 
made  for  occasional  broadcasting  of  organ 
music  from  Symphony  Hall  over  WGBH.  By 
the  end  of  the  year,  paid-admission  recitals 
were  held  to  help  produce  a  solvent  budget 
for  the  group.  At  monthly  meetings  distin- 
guished speakers  and  sumptuous  refreshments 
aided  the  growing  popularity  of  the  Society, 
and  now  it  stands  fairly  secure  in  the  spec- 
trum  of    Harvard    music   groups. 

MUSIC   CLUB 

Meeting  monthly,  the  Harvard  Music  Club 
has  developed  an  active  student  participation 
not  only  in  the  performing  of  contemporary 
music,  but  also  in  the  composing  of  operas 
and  various  other  musical  enterprises  which 
are  then  performed  by  the  students.  Several 
public  concerts  of  choral  and  chamber  music 
were  performed  last  year  in  Paine  Hall.  At 
the  meetings,  playing  and  speaking  musicians 
of  the  Greater  Boston  area  brought  forth  dis- 
cussion of  the  problems  of  the  creative  and 
performing  musician.  Freshmen  are  eligible  to 
try  out  for  the  series  of  house  solo  concerts 
and  they  con  always  find  a  chance  to  work  in 
choral   groups  and    in    instrumental    ensembles. 
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PIERIAN   SODALITY 


GLEE   CLUB 


Though  not  as  renowned  as  its  bigger 
brother,  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  the 
Pierian  Sodality  is  one  of  the  most  talented 
student  orchestras  to  be  found  in  the  country. 
Throughout  the  year  the  Sodality  offers  the 
student  body  a  rich  variety  of  symphonic  music 
played  in  virtual  professional  fashion.  The 
musicians  are  drown  from  the  students  of  Har- 
vard and  Radcliffe,  all  of  whom  can  claim  vast 
ability  in  music  and  a  desire  to  unite  their 
talents  in  the  presentation  of  the  best  music 
that  they  can,  for  all  who  listen.  During  the 
course  of  the  year  several  group  concerts  are 
held  for  the  University,  not  to  mention  the 
annual  tour  and  other  performances.  This  year 
a  new  branch,  the  Pierian  String  Quartet,  is 
■  appearing  on  WHRB.  This  new  innovation  gives 
Harvard  an  opportunity  to  hear  the  works 
of  the  masters,  performed  by  their  classmates, 
without  ever  stirring  from  their  rooms.  All  is 
not  serious  with  the  Sodality,  as  after  each 
concert  a  tremendous  party  is  held  which  both 
relaxes  the  performers  and  helps  to  weld  them 
into  a  tighter  knit  group.  All  in  all,  the  Pierian 
Sodality  offers  both  the  listener  and  the  per- 
former one  of  the  richest  experiences  to  be 
found  in  Harvard. 


Considered  one  of  the  finest  Glee  Clubs 
in  America,  the  Harvard  Glee  Club  and  the 
Radcliffe  Choral  Society  dedicate  themselves 
to  the  presentation  and  preservation  of  classi- 
cal choral  music.  Usually  meeting  three  times  a 
week  under  the  direction  of  G.  Wallace 
"Woody"  Woodworth,  the  Glee  Club  carries 
on  in  the  best  traditions  of  its  active  thirty-four 
years,  since  the  time  it  was  founded  by  Dr. 
Archibald  Davison,  who  changed  it  from  a 
mandolin-plucking  minstrel  group  to  a  serious 
singing  society. 

Lost  year  the  Club  performed  Bach's  St. 
Maffhew's  Passion  and  Berlioz'  Romeo  and 
Juliet  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra. 
It  also  gave  one  of  its  best  performances  last 
Christmas  of  Handel's  Messiah.  The  climax  of 
the  season  featured  its  annual  Sander's  Theatre 
concert  and  the  Spring  Yard  concerts. 

As  usual,  the  evening  strollers  in  the  Yard 
have  been  entertained  by  occasional  chords 
that  drifted  out  of  Sever  ll's  open  windows. 
Those  who  have  survived  the  traumatic  blows 
of  the  Fall  quartet  trials  ore  well  on  their  way 
to  another  fine  year  in  what  is  probably  Har- 
vard's best  loved  organization. 
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MOUNTAINEERING   CLUB 


APPLETON   CLUB 


With  aching  feet,  chapped  hands  and  Ev- 
erest OS  one  of  their  ultimate  goals,  the  Moun- 
taineering Club  has  scaled  peaks  in  the  U.S., 
British  Columbia,  South  America,  and  Alaska. 
Confined  mostly  to  New  England  summits  dur- 
ing the  school  year,  the  club,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  President  John  S.  Humphreys,  holds 
courses  in  first  aid,  plans  summer  expeditions, 
and  turns  out  their  Harvard  Mounfaineering 
Guide  from  their  headquarters  in  the  basement 
of  Lowell  M. 

In  a  college  where  the  overage  man  re- 
gards it  as  cruel  and  abusive  treatment  to  have 
to  climb  stairs  beyond  the  second  floor,  the 
mountaineer's  shrug  off  accusations  of  insanity 
and  dream  of  summer  when  there  will  be  new 
fields  to  conquer. 


The  attraction  of  Appleton  Chapel  at  8:40 
A.M.  may  be  dubious,  but  many  attend  services 
regularly.  Many  of  these  also  form  a  dis- 
cussion group  devoted  to  an  intellectual  ex- 
ploration of  Christianity. 

The  club's  activities  are  not  entirely  aesthe- 
tic, however.  During  the  lost  academic  year, 
one  and  sometimes  two  nights  a  week  were  de- 
voted to  dinners,  followed  by  addresses  by 
such  men  as  Dr.  Reinhold  Niebuhr  and  Dr.

Although  they  are 
not  the  largest  of  Harvard's  religious  groups, 
the  Christian  Scientists  believe  that  they  have 
a  definite  message  for  a  divided  world  and 
have  set  to  work  to  promulgate  that  message. 
Thus,  the  Christian  Scientists  have  led  an  ex- 
tremely active  life.  They  invite  all  undergradu- 
ates interested  in  the  movement  or  in  the  study 
of  religion  to  attend  the  opening  meetings 
and  to  learn  about  the  aims  and  intents  of 
Christian   Science.

He  who  desires  the  strictly  non-denomina- 
tional Christian  group  heads  almost  immedi- 
ately to  PBH  on  Wednesday  night.  This  is  the 
time  when  the  lights  burn  late  into  the  gloom 
of  the  Yard  while  the  members  sit  up  and  dis- 
cuss Christianity's  role  in  the  College.  The  nor- 
mal program  tends  to  consist  of  a  speaker  and 
discussion,  the  latter  being  the  incentive  to 
attend,  for  most  people.  Sharing  both  the  be- 
lief that  Harvard  must  remain  a  non-sectarian 
school  and  the  feeling  that  Christianity  must 
unite  the  various  groups  that  form  it,  these 
students  attempt  to  solve  problems  and  to  de- 
termine how  to  implement  their  ideas.  As  a 
result,  they  are  a  tightly  knit  group  of  students 
who  find  value  in  an  exchange  of  ideas  and 
ideals. 


HILLEL 

If  you  crave  a  kosher  meal,  some  religious 
atmosphere,  and  a  little  spice  to  your  social 
life,  a  trip  to  5  Bryant  Street  will  be  fruitful. 
"Ziggy,"  as  Rabbi  Maurice  Zigmond  is  known 
to  all  habitues  of  Hillel  House,  is  the  Founda- 
tion's friendly  spiritual  leader.  Radcliffe,  Lesley, 
Wellesley,  and  Harvard  are  all  represented  at 
his  Friday  evening  religious  service. 

However,  spiritual  inspiration  is  not  the  only 
Hillel  contribution.  Discussion  groups  on  all 
religious  topics  are  always  well  attended.  Per- 
spectives, the  Hillel  national  magazine  offers 
an  excellent  opportunity  for  candidates.

The  erstwhile  controversy  between  the  Har- 
vard Theatre  Group's  idea  of  theatre  only  for 
the  dedicated,  and  the  Dramatic  Club's  concept 
of  theatre  for  the  college  amateur,  was  re- 
solved this  year  in  the  merger  of  the  HTG  with 
the    Harvard    Dramatic   Club. 

Headed  by  President  Neil  Smith,  the  new 
Dramatic  Club  launched  its  first  production  of 
the  year.  The  Male  Animal.  Written  by  James 
Thurber,   this    play    parodies   the   college    man. 

Another  activity  fostered  by  this  year's 
Dramatic    Club    is   the   theatre    workshop.     De- 


signed to  train  people  who  are  interested  in 
acting,  the  workshop  will  emphasize  the  im- 
portance of  the  theatre  in  the  Harvard  com- 
munity. Associate  Professor  Robert  Chapman, 
who  will  direct  the  workshop,  has  indicated 
that  the  emphasis  will  be  on  classical  rather 
than   naturalistic  technique. 

With  a  new  basic  policy,  offering  training 
to  ths  amateur,  and  with  a  workshop  in  which 
to  practice,  the  Dramatic  Club  plans  not  only 
to  expand  in  membership  and  productions  but 
also  to  increase  undergraduate  interest  for  the 
organization  so  that  the  Harvard  theatre  may 
entertain    a    larger    audience. 
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BIOLOGY 

The  Biology  Club  functions  well  in  the 
fall  and  spring  .  .  .  when  the  biologists  take 
trips  to  the  hinterlands  of  New  England,  sur- 
veying their  favorite  plants  and  animals.  Often 
they  go  in  company  with  the  Wellesley  Biology 
Club,  adding  spice  to  their  trips. 

But  in  the  winter,  the  Crimson  naturalists 
chafe  inside  Emerson  Hall.  All  they  can  do 
during  those  days  is  shudder  to  the  pictoral 
tramp  of  dinosaurs,  marvel  at  Geological  Sur- 
veys, photos,  and  ogle  at  microscopes. 

Their  winter  meetings  show  symptoms  of 
restlessness.  Held  in  Emerson  with  regularity 
throughout  the  off-season,  they  are  character- 
ized best  by  the  term  "anarchy."  For,  to  the 
biologists,  the  prospect  of  spring  and  new  ad- 
venture is  the  only  thing  worth  planning  for. 


OUTING   CLUB 

No  matter  what  sports  your  cravings  lean 
towards,  you  can  probably  find  a  cohort  in 
the  Outing  Club.  Though  it  cannot  yet  lay 
claim  to  being  as  important  on  campus  as  its 
Dartmouth  counterpart,  the  Outing  Club  is 
gradually  becoming  one  of  the  most  popular 
groups  on  campus.    It  is  one  of  the  few  clubs 


that  can  boast  almost  continual  activity  through 
the  year;  appealing  to,  and  open  to,  anyone. 
At  some  time  or  other  almost  everyone  has 
attended  one  of  the  HOC's  weekly  square 
dances. 

Yet  square  dancing  is  merely  one  of  the 
better  known  activities  of  the  group.  Rather, 
members  tend  to  wait  for  the  weekends  and  a 
chance  to  flee  the  confines  of  the  Yard  and 
travel  out  into  some  lesser  known  spot  in  New 
England.  But  group  activities  tend  to  be  the 
rule,  especially  at  their  White  Mountains'  re- 
treat. Jaffrey,  normally  a  quiet  town,  sud- 
denly is  the  scene  of  much  gaiety,  come  the 
end  of  the  week,  as  the  club  descends  upon 
it.  For  even  members  of  the  distaff  are  wel- 
comed here  and  are  much  in  evidence  during 
the  skiing  season.

From  a  spasmodic 
past  the  club  has  developed  to  its  present 
sedentary  but  nontheless  active  existence,  this 
year,  under  the  leadership  of  Francis  Duehay.

The  pat- 
tern is  for  students  to  spend  one  month  living 
with  a  foreign  family  and  the  second  month 
traveling  with  other  members  of  the  nation- 
wide group,  who  chose  that  particular  coun- 
try. During  the  school  year,  they  meet  to  dis- 
cuss their  summer  and  to  try  to  induce  other 
interested  students  to  join  in  the  group  and 
enjoy  this  rather  unusual  opportunity  to  be- 
come   better   acquainted    with    other    countries. 


RAILROAD   CLUB 

Members  of  the  HRC  are  interested  vari- 
ously irr  big  trains,  little  trains,  and  two-dimen- 
sional trains.  A  love  of  railroading  is  the  only 
prerequisite  for  this  loosely  constructed   group. 

The  members  have  constructed  a  large 
model  railroad  layout  in  their  Student  Activi- 
ties Center  offices;  the  operation  and  main- 
tenance of  this  system  provides  hours  of  rec- 
reation for  members.

"Drumbeats  and  Song",  the  mid-winter  mu- 
sical, is  a  good  example  of  the  joint  efforts  of 
the  Cambridge  colleges.  Writing,  composing, 
directing,  acting  and  singing  is  all  provided 
by  local  talents.

Sometime  in  the  early  Springtime,  a  score 
or  so  of  Harvard  men  can  be  seen  pedalling 
furiously  away  from  Cambridge  on  Route  16. 
Their  destination?  Wellesley,  for  this  is  the 
annual  bike  race  to  that  haven  some  long 
twenty  miles  distant.  And  on  many  other  days 
and  nights  of  the  year,  particularly  weekends, 
that  same  route  is  crowded  with  cars  and 
hitchikers  —  some  seeking  an  escape  from 
Radcliffe,  others  merely  seeking. 

Wellesley  is  in  the  country.  For  the  insol- 
vent dater,  the  college  offers  a  beautiful  cam- 
pus, spread  spaciously  about  Lake  Waban; 
the  Well  (for  a  fast  snack  or  meal);  the  Rec 
Hall  (ping  pong  through  shuffleboard);  and  the 
best  theatre  in  the  area.  For  the  man  whose 
date  is  anxious  to  move  out  of  the  rural  setting, 
there  is  a  wide  variety  of  entertainment.  A 
dinner  date  can  be  sited  at  Seller's  in  the  town; 
the  Meadows,  Abner  Wheeler's,  the  1812  House 
or  Christie's  on  Route  Nine;  even  a  Howard 
Johnson's.  Afterwards,  a  drive  along  the  Wor- 
cester turnpike   may   provide  a   drive-in,  danc- 


For  the 
more  rabid  dater,  Boston  lies  only  forty  min- 
utes away. 

Social  occasions  at  the  college  occur  Fall, 
Winter  and  Spring.  Starting  with  the  familiar 
Mixers  in  September,  the  girls  move  into  a 
spirited  musical  in  October  labeled  the  Junior 
Show.  February  brings  the  most  glamorous 
festivity  of  all,  the  Wellesley  Carousel,  com- 
plete with  a  hayride  and  formal  dance,  lasting 
from  Friday  through  Sunday.

"Cocktails  at  four  .  .  ."  This  phrase  sym- 
bolizes what  is  most  offensive  to  non-Harvard- 
ians.  Written  large,  it  means  gracious  living, 
and  those  who  do  not  absorb  their  education 
in  Cambridge  find  it  hard  to  reconcile  the 
genteel  way  with  their  own  college  experiences. 

Their  depiction  of  the  Harvardman,  derived 
usually  from  on  over-enthusiastic  description  of 
"The  Harvard  Way  of  Life,"  ranges  from  a  mild 
description  of  the  "club"  life  in  Cambridge  to 
wild  fantasies  which  approach  the  stories  told 
about  gay  Capri. 

One  such  outsider  actually  drew  up  a 
schedule,  as  he  saw  it,  of  the  average  under- 
graduate   day  at  Harvard  .  .  . 


9:25  A.M.  Alarm  rings.  Harvardian  rises, 
prowls  through  his  three-room  suite  to  his  pri- 
vate bathroom.  He  realizes  that  he  has  only 
five  minutes  to  get  to  breakfast,  so  he  hurries.

The  undergraduate  is  bored  by  having  to  re- 
main in  class  for  two  hours  each  day,  but  he 
consoles  himself  with  the  hope  of  becoming  an 
honors  candidate  and  writing  a  thesis  during 
senior  year,  thus  cutting  one  more  class  from 
his  daily  schedule. 

12-2.  Lunch.  The  undergraduate  sits  at  a 
table  with  "tutors"  (aspiring  Ph.D.'s  who  are 
forced  to  entertain  the  pueriles).
